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Conditions  of  Sale 

c.XV’V, 

1.  Rejection  of  Bids.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value 
of  the  article  offered,  or  which  is  merely  a nominal  or  fractional  advance, 
may  be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid  would  be 
likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously. 

2.  The  Buyer.  The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer,  and  if  any  dispute 
arises  between  two  or  more  bidders,  the  auctioneer  shall  either  decide  the 
same  or  put  up  for  re-sale  the  lot  so  in  dispute.

bill  has  not  been  paid  in  full  by  noon  of  the  day  following  that  of  the  sale,

9.  Guaranty.  The  Association  exercises  great  care  to  catalogue  every  lot 
correctly  and  endeavors  therein  and  also  at  the  actual  time  of  the  sale  to 
point  out  any  error,  defect  or  imperfection,  but  guaranty  is  not  made  either 
by  the  owner  or  the  Association  of  the  correctness  of  the  description, 
genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  any  lot  and  no  sale  will  be  set 
aside  on  account  of  any  incorrectness,  error  of  cataloguing  or  imperfection 
not  noted  or  pointed  out.  Every  lot  is  sold  “as  is”  and  without  recourse.

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FOREWORD 


THE  six  hundred  and  forty-three  objects  of  Spanish  art  to  be  offered 
by  the  American  Art  Association  on  January  24,  25  and  26,  constitute 
the  most  important  collection  Don  Luis  Ruiz  has  imported  to  this  coun- 
try in  recent  years.  It  is  composed  of  three  principal  groups — furniture, 
fabrics  and  pictures. 

Spanish  art  may  be  roughly  divided  into  two  classes,  the  products  of 
native  schools  sprung  from  the  soil,  and  the  work  of  foreigners.  I he  latter 
may  be  more  easily  identified  with  the  paintings.  It  will  be  recalled  that  in 
the  fourteenth  century  the  kingdom  of  Aragon  embraced  Roussillon  and  Mont- 
pellier in  France  and  the  Balearic  Isles,  Sardinia  and  Sicily  in  the  Meditera- 
nean,  its  capital  city,  Barcelona,  ranking  with  Venice  and  Bruges  as  one  of 
the  weakliest  commercial  cities  in  Christendom.  It  will  thus  be  more  easily 
understood  why  the  art  of  Spain  should,  in  the  fifteenth  and  succeeding  cen- 
turies, be  so  frequently  in  touch  with  and  so  responsive  to  that  of  Italy  and 
France. 

Of  native  inspiration  there  appear  in  the  last  season  alone,  five  magni- 
ficent Castilian  varguehos,  one  of  the  open-faced  variety,  with  puente,  [No. 
614],  with  pedimented  portals  and  drawer-fronts  richly  decorated,  plaque 
with  bone  and  gilded;  another  with  fall-front  and  taquillon  base  [No.  617], 
executed  with  a delicacy  of  craftsmanship  which  is  truly  amazing. 

Other  items  of  importance  include  a number  of  marriage  coffers  covered 
in  old  leather  and  studded  with  bronze  rosaces,  or  in  rare  velvets.  Of  the 
tables,  attention  is  directed  to  the  renaissance  and  baroque  library  and  side 
tables  in  walnut,  coffee  tables  in  the  so-called  Spanish  cedar  [pino  alerce ], 
and  a few  inlaid  with  sycamore  and  bone,  and  plaque  with  tortoise-shell.  The 
large  assortment  of  chairs  comprises  arm  and  side  chairs  variously  covered  in 
velvets,  brocades,  damasks  and  tapestry.  Of  the  earlier  woodwork,  the  Gothic 
carved  walnut  choir  stalls  of  the  late  fifteenth  century  are  especially  note- 
worthy. There  are  several  bedsteads  from  Catalonia,  polychromed  and  gilded, 
and  an  ebony  bedstead  [No.  621],  elaborately  turned  to  a degree  of  ornate- 
ness which  compels  admiration. 

Of  the  architectural  objects,  we  would  mention  palace  and  convent 
entrance  gates  and  doors,  and  an  important  fifteenth  century  Mudejar  ceiling 
with  frieze  [No.  626],  besides  wrought  iron  grilles  or  re] as. 

'File  paintings  comprise  an  important  group  of  Spanish  primitives,  includ- 
ing altarpieces  and  predellas,  in  Gothic  carved  and  gilded  frames,  depicting 
devotional  and  historical  subjects  probably  executed  for  wealthy  art  patrons 
of  the  day  who  demanded  that  their  chosen  legend  be  not  only  dramatically 
and  realistically  presented,  but  gorgeously  staged.  Especial  attention  is 
directed  to  the  small  portrait  of  Queen  Isabel  the  Catholic  [No.  581],  given 


to  Antonio  del  Rincon;  the  fifteenth  century  Crucifixion  [No.  598];  and  the 
armorial  predella  [No.  599]. 

The  fabrics  include  many  rare  ecclesiastical  vestments  in  damasks,  bro- 
cades and  velvets,  enriched  with  needlepainted  orphreys  and  apparels;  two 
Flemish  Renaissance  tapestries  [Nos.  619  and  620],  hangings  and  coverlets, 
and  some  representative  examples  of  the  interesting  Alpujarra  rugs,  together 
with  two  Cuenca  carpets  secured  from  a convent  at  Toledo.
